I.  •  The  following  Notice,  relative  to  Exchanged  Prisoners,  is  published 
for  the  information  of  all  concerned : 

Exchange  Notice,  No.  5. 

Richmon^K&y  9,  1863 

The  following  Confederate  officers  and  men  have  been  duly  exchanged,  and  ore 
hereby  no  declared : 

1.  All  officcrB  and  men  who  have  been  delivered  at  City  Point  at  any  time  pre- 
vious to  May  eth,  1863. 

5.  All  officers  captured  at  any  place  before  the  Ist  of  April  1863,  who  have  been 
released  on  parole. 

3.  AH  men  captured  in  North  Carolina  or  "Virginia  before  the  Ist  of  March  1863, 
who  have  been  released  on  parole. 

4.  The  officers  and  men  captured  and  paroled  by  Gen.  S.  P.  Carter,  in  his  expedi- 
tion to  East  Tennessee  in  December  last. 

6.  The  officers  and  men  captured  and  paroled  by  Lieut.  Col.  Stewart  at  Van  Bn- 
reo,  Arkansas,  January  25th,  ]863 ;  by  C<'1.  Dickey,  in  December  1862,  in  his  march 
to  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  rail  road,  and  by  Capt.  Cameron,  at  Cci  inth,  Missisbippi,  io 
December  1862. 

6.  The  officers  and  men  paroled  at  Oxford,  Miss.,  on  the  23d  of  December  1863; 
at  Des  Arc,  Arkansas,  on  the  17th  of  January  1863,  and  at  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  on  tho 
«3d  February  1863. 

7  All  persons  who  have  been  captured  on  the  sea  or  the  waters  leading  to  the 
same,  or  upon  the  sea  coast  of  the  Confederate  or  United  States,  at  any  time  pre- 
vious to  December  10th,  1862. 

(i.  All  civilians  who  have  been  arrested  at  any  time  before  the  6th  of  May  1863, 
and  released  on  parole,  are  discharged  from  any  and  every  obligation  contained  in 
said  parole.  If  any  such  person  has  taken  any  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United 
States,  or  given  any  bond,  or  if  his  release  was  accompanied  with  any  other  condi- 
tlon,  he  Is  discharged  from  the  same. 

9.  If  any  persons  .  mbraced  in  any  of  the  foregoing  sections,  or  in  any  section  of 
any  previous  Exchange  Notice,  wherein  they  are  declared  exchanged,  are  in  any 
Federal  prison,  they  are  to  be  immediately  released  and  delivered  to  the  Confederate 
authorities,  _ 
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n.  All  persons,  whether  citizens  or  soldiers,  are  expressly  prohibite<) 
from  nsing  or  in  any  manner  interfering  with  fuel  or  wood  cut  and  deli- 
vered for  the  use  of  rail  roads  or  rail  road  companies.  It  is  of  the  first 
knportance  that  this  order  should  be  observed,  and  it  will  be  strictly 
oBeyed  and  enforijed  by  the  army.
